The same ruling would no doubt 
apply to golf, tennis and badmin¬ 
ton if such sports were being pro¬ 
moted in Vulcan by the Associa¬ 
tion. 

Sunday afternoon sports do not 
interfere with Shy, church activi¬ 
ties and even if they did is it not 
up to the individual to decide 
whether or not he should go to 
church or take in sports either 
as a participant or a spectator. 
It appears to me that the Athletic 
Association has not only hurt the 
(fevelopmerit of spurts and other, 
athletic activities in Vulcan but is 
trying to cram some “Blue Sun¬ 
day” beliefs of a hundred years 
ago down the throats of town and 
district residents. * 

Why not let common sense gov¬ 
ern this matter of Sunday sports, 
lather than be forced to abide by 
a hard and fast ruling? It appears 
that the Athletic Association ^ is 
catering to the wishes of a min¬ 
ority. without considering the 
opinion of the majority of its sup¬ 
porters. 

Wp want more and better sports 
in Vulcan,'but we’ll never achieve 
this aim with such silly restric¬ 
tions as this ban on Sunday sports.

Breaks Leg in 
Harvest Accident 


A serious accident was suffered 
by Edgar S. Kehr, well known dist¬ 
rict farmer, on Thursday after¬ 
noon of last week, while he was 
engaged in swathing operations at 
his farm four miles north of town. 

Mr. Kehr’s overalls caught on 
part of the machinery and he was 
drawn into the power takeoff on 
the swather, breaking both bones 
in his right leg. 

His young son, Max. who was 
with him at the time of the acci¬ 
dent, anil a neighbor, Leon Bate¬ 
man, who happened to be passing 
by, ci£t him loose from the mach- 
inery and carried him to the road 
and he was immediately rushed to 
the Vulcan hospital. 

Mr. Kehr’s conditions is report¬ 
ed to be satisfactory and his many 
friends join in wishing him a 
speedy and good recovery. 


30 Gallons Minute 
Of Soft Water 
From Second Well 


The second well to be drilled as 
a source of supply for Vulcan’s 
•water system flowed nt the rate 
of thirty gallons per minute at 
the end of a thirty-six hour test 
last week-end and is considered 
to be a very good well. 

Water encountered at the first 
three levels of 65, 85 and 120 feet 
was not sufficient, and the well 
was drilled to a total depth of 178 
feet. At 173 feet water in suffic¬ 
ient quantity was encountered and 
it proved to be a very soft water, 
even Better than that struck in 
the first well, which did not go be¬ 
yond the 120 foot level. 

With the important question of 
a water supply now settled, the 
construction of the water and 
sewer system can proceed as soon 
as sewer tile supplies are avail¬ 
able. All other needed materials 
can be secured in about three 
months if necessary, but the pres¬ 
ent delivery date of the town's 
order for sewer tile is March of 
1949. ' .

Everyone has noticed the 
green spots in scorched grain fields 
where snow had drifted into weeds 
or trash during the previous win¬ 
ter. Thia small amount of addi¬ 
tional moisture, WHERE IT HAS 
NOT RUN OFF has added several 
bushels and a grade or two to the 
returns frbm these green spots. 
The Spring run-off oomes usually 
from the stubble land where snow 
has drifted. To prevent this run¬ 
off it is necessary to cultivate the 
stubble ground soon after harvest. 
This oultivation must be done with 
an implement that leaves all stub¬ 
ble standing so that snow is not 
blown away. Spring tests for mois¬ 
ture penetration show a greater 
depth of moisture in land so culti¬ 
vated. The run-off is absorbed by 
the land with little of it going to 
the sloughs. 

There is another important way 
in which many farmers are wast¬ 
ing moisture reserves. In attempt¬ 
ing ^ta^Ct by with the fewest pos- 
sible strokes to complete a sum- 
merfallow too many farmers are 
delaying their first spring stroke 
till the weeds get a good start. Of 
course this is wasteful because it 
takes moisture to grow weeds. 
However, the great risk is that of 
running into wet weather in June 
so that it is difficult to kill weeaa 
and some will go to seed before 
they can £e killed. Weed control Is 
so important in moisture conserva¬ 
tion that an early spring stroke for 
summerfallow is essential. Dry 
weather is more likely to prevail ui 
April and early May when weeds 
are tender and easily .destroyed, 
l ate May and early June, when 
net weather usually occurs, should 
c ced the first fallow stroke already 
done. This would mean the differ¬ 
ence between success and failure to 
many farmers. 

Timeliness of work is most im¬ 
portant in any program of mois¬ 
ture conservation. An abundance of 
tractor power is essentia] to ac¬ 
complish work on time and many 
large scale farmers could pay tor 
an extra tractor every year 
through improved crops due to 
timely work, where the acreage is 
greater than advisable' for the 
tractor power available. Night 
work and double shifting of trac¬ 
tors is extremely profitable on a 
farm that is underpowered and no 
good farmer can afford to overlook

GO Drivers Licenses

Operating of Alberta’s compul¬ 
sory car Lability act has resulted 
in 60 drivers’ licenses being sus¬ 
pended according to information 
feteived. by officials of the Alberta 
Motor Association. The new act 
which sets up a fund for compen¬ 
sation of those injured in accidents 
went into effect April 1. 

There are more than 150,000 li¬ 
censed car drivers in the province. 

Of the 60 suspensions, about '20 
drivers had their licenses returned 
wheiPtheir owners posted either a 
bond or cash to cover estimated 
damage they had caused in motor 
accidents. 

Forty suspensions still are in ef¬ 
fect and these drivers will stay 
banned" from driving on a high¬ 
way until they have made good the 
damage caused. 

Om the basis of $1 per license fee 
in add.tion to' the regular license, 
the province has established a 
fund of $100,000. Damages and 
claims by persons injured in acci¬ 
dents are paid from this fund.
